Quincy has been flooded of late by 
an illustrated broadside issued by the 
Old Colony Street Railway Co., to show 
that the proposed location for its trol- 
ley freight station on Washington 
strect opposite Foster, is not only non- 
objectionable but absolutely advan- 
city at heart join hands to this effort 
point of view. 

The pictures however are more at- 
|tractive than accurate and are likely 
to mislead those unfamiliar with the 
locality. Washintgon street appears 
as a broad thoroughfare and Foster 
street is absolutely a boulevard where 
congestion would be well-nigh im- 
possible. The space on either side 
the proposed station has been broad- 
ened to correspond. 

If the city could widen Washington 
street as easily as this magical cam- 
era the proposed appropriation for the 
purpose would be quite unnecessary. 

We ask the councilmen and others 
interested to visit the locality in ques- 
tion and view it for themselves when 
they will see the force of the objec- 
tions so airily disposed of by the rail- 
way’s special artist. 

Another circular has been scattered 
broadcast by the railway company 
containing testimonials to the effect 
that trolley freight does not interfere 
with the passenger service. Who said 
it did? The point raised was quite a 
different one. It was that the freight 
service with its spur track would in- 
terfere with the use of Washington 
street by pedestrians, horses and car- 
riages and automobiles. So frequent- 
ed a highway is not suitable for a 
freight station. A side street centrally 
located should be chosen. 

Furthermore, most of the buildings 
on that portion of Washington street 
are old and will soon give way in the 
march of improvement to business 
| blocks which we hope will be an or- 
nament to the city and in keeping 
with the public buildings in the im- 
| mediate vicinity . In such develop- 
ment a freight station would have no 


place. 

And then suppose that trolley 
freight should not prove a_ paying 
proposition what is to prevent the 
Street railway company from using 


| the location for a car barn or storage 
| warehouse? The city might be quite 
at its mercy. 

The present is the time to put a stop 
to the evils we see and to others which 
‘may arise. It is easier to forestall 


than to abolish. 

Let all who have the good of the 
icity at heart join hands in this. effort 
to prevent its exploitation by private

Couples In Providence 
TWENTY-SEVEN PROVIDED FOR 


| Those Who Accept Them Required to 
Promise Solemnly That They Will 
Rear Orphans as If They Were Their 
Own Flesh and Blood—Two-Fold 


Purpose in Movement of Roman 


Catholic Parishes 


Providence, April 3.—Six orphans 
from the Home of Destitute Catholic 
Children of Boston were offered to 
| fond but childless couples at St. 
Edward’s*Catholic church here yester- 
day, but only three of them were 
adopted. 

Giving away children in this city 
started two weeks ago. A round dozen 
found homes among the parishioners 
of St. Mary’s church. All the children 
came from Boston. 


to the church and after the services 
those who wanted to adopt any one 
of the waifs applied to the pastor, 
Rey. Peter E. Blessing. If proper 
credentials were produced, the pre- 
liminary steps toward adgoptfon were 
made at once. 

St. Edward's parish comprises a 
mill section, and the fact that only 
three of the Boston children found 
happy homes does not reflect any dis- 
credit upon the locality of the mill 
workers. The oldest child adopted 
yesterday was 12 years old, and they 
ranged down to almost infants. 

The pastors of the several churches 
make it thoroughly understood that 
under no circumstances are the chil- 
dren to become drudges or servants of 
other members of the household. They 
must be educated, and those who se- 
lect them for adaption are required to 
promise solemnly that they will rear 
the children as if they were their own 
flesh and blood. 

A week ago yesterday twelve of the 
youngsters were taken by members of 
St. Mary’s church on Broadway. That 
was the total number of children 
brought from Boston and several of 
the parishioners were sent away dis- 
appointed because there 
enough to satisfy all. 

On the preceding Sunday a 
number was placed among the families 
of St. Joseph’s church and other par- 
ishes in the Providence diocese have 
been visifed and the little strangers 
warmly received. 

The movement is for a 
purpose. The primary object is to 
find desirable homes for those who 
were it not for the church would be- 
come public charges; the 
reason is to keep the orphanages from 
becoming. overcrowded in order that 
they may be enabled to do a greater 
work.

In considering this matter with a 
view to fairness with Railway Com- 
pany we are confronted with the same 
old conditions, viz, that locations sug- 
gested that would be less objection- 
able, the holders have demanded prices 
out of all proportion to reasonable 
values, especially when gauged by as- 
sessment. What is needed in Quincy 
is reciprocity and a broad spirit of co- 
oporation. At present, corporate in- 
terests desire and get franchises un- 
limited, and when the business de- 
mands improvements, as no doubt will 
occur on this Washington street in 
the near future, the people will no 
doubt have the privilege of paying for 
the work required unless their rights 
are conserved better than has been 
the custom in the past.

Many Employes to Lose Pcsitions and 
Extra Pay Is Abolished—Extra Ses- 
sion’s Activity Limited 
Other Than Reciprocity, 
Choice of Senators, Tariff and State- 


Popular 


Washington, April 3.—In a party 
caucus noteworthy for its harmony and 
the smoothness of its progress, the 
Democratic members of the new house 
/of representatives adopted, without 
change, the committee assignments, 
the economy program and the new 
rules prepared for the coming session 
iby the committees that have been 
working during the last month. 

Important changes in procedure and 
a general reorganization of the house 
will result from the action of the 
Democrats. The power of naming 
committees was definitely taken from 
the speaker by the new rules and 
lodged in the house itself. Commit- 
tee members are to be elected by the 
house, not only in the first instance, 
, but also in the filling of vacancies. A 
saving of $182,000 in the annual cost 
of running congress is promised by 
cutting out superfluous employes and 
inactive committees, and by the aboli- 
tion of the time-honored “extra 
month’s pay.” 

Appointive places are all put into 
the hands of one committee, a special 
body to be known as the committee on 
organization, and the scramble for 
congressional positions will center 
about its door. 

At the night session, which con- 
tinued to nearly midnight, officers 
were elected and a legislative program 
was submitted by Chairman Under- 
wood of the ways and means commit- 
tee and adopted by the caucus. It is 
designed to limit the activities of the 
extra session to such questions as 
popular election of senators, Canadian 
reciprocity, tariff revision, investiga. 
tion of governmental departments, 
congressional reapportionment, state- 
hood for Arizona and New Mexico, 
general deficiency appropriations, 
District of Columbia legislation and 
publicity of campaign contributions. 

The most important changes in the 
rules under which the new congress 
will operate are: 

The selection of committees by the 
house. 

A provision to prevent filibustering 
under the rule giving authority to dis- 


charge committees from consideration | 


of bills. 

A provision permitting amendments 
to appropriation bills whenever those 
amendments will result in retrenche- 
ment of nationa] expenditures. 


Authority for bills to come up twice | 


for passage under the unanimous con- 
sent privilege. 

In its effort to reduce the house pay- 
roll and dispense with extra employes, 
the. Democratic caucus authorized 
sweeping changes. The abolishment 
of ninety-eight appointive positions; 
the dropping of six standing commit- 
tees from the house list; and the ces- 
fation of the extra pay allowed each 
session to the employes are important 
features of the plan. 

The first of these items is expected 


to save $120,000, the second $12,000, | 


and the withholding of the “extra 
month’s pay, $50,000. 

The positions heretofore apportioned 
among the members generally are to 
be given by the Democrats only to 
those members who were not given 


committee chairmanships. It its effort 


at economy the Democratic organiza- | 


tion decided that the forty-two special 
policemen employed about the Capito} 
could be dispensed with and 
eighty-two clerkships and minor posi- 
tions under the clerk of the house 
could be abolished. One chief bill 
clerk, with four assistants and a 
stenographer, will take the place of 
the large number of clerks removed. 

The six committees abolished are 
those on militia, |Pacific railroads, 
manufactures, private land claims, 
levees and improvements of the Mis- 
sissippi river, and ventilation and 
acoustics. The work of these commit- 
tees had either disapepared completely 
or had been taken over by other com- 
mittees. 

Rev. Henry N. Coudon of Port Hu- 
ron, Mich., who for many years has 
been chaplain of the house, was 
unanimously re-elected. The caucus 
| adjourned at midnight.

Davie Leaves Rio Janeiro In 
Company of Inspectors 


MANY TECHNICAL OBSTACLES 


They Are Overcome and All the Red |

Boston, April 4.—Robert E. Davie, 
the Boston “boy broker,” charged with 
thefts from scores of prominent per- | 
s0ns amounting to at least $500,000, | 
sailed from Rio Janeiro today in the) 
custody of Inspectors Burr and Pel- 
ton of this city. The two officers will 
bring Davie back to Boston for trial. 

The news that Davie had been ex- 
tradited was received with gratifica- 
tion by the Bostou police. *From the 
time they first received word of his 
apprehension in Rio Janeiro until the | 
officers sailed for Brazil, all sorts of 
technical obstacles were met and 
cleared in the efforts to bring Davie 
back to this city for trial. 

The first setback that the police re- | 
ceived in their efforts to get Davie 
came when the request to the state | 
department for extradition papers was 
refused. Secretary Knox replied that | 
Davie could not be extradited under 
the existing treaty with Brazil, as 
Davie was charged with larceny and, 
larceny was not an_ extraditable 
charge. 

Word was then sent to Knox that 
larceny in Massachusetts was the 
same as embezzlement. For the pur, 
pose of being absolutely sure Davie 
was again indicted and this time for

new request was made of the state 
department. The papers were issued 
and on March 4 Pelton and Burr sailed 
from New York. 

By the time Davie reaches this city 
eight months will have elapsed since 
his flight and the subsequent discov- 
ery of his gigantic stock operations. 

The capture came after six months 
of search. Every capital in the world 
was notified of Davie’s disappearance, 
and the police in each instance were 
furnished with his description. 

Toward the time of his capture the 
search had narrowed to the South! 
American ports. Certain stock which 
Davie had taken with him and dis- 
posed of led Chief of Detectives Watts 
to the belief that he had gone to Bra- 
zil. Finally word came from the 
United States consul there that Davie 
had been provisionally arrested at his 
order.

Plurality of 17,082 In 
the Chicago Election 


QVER 340,000 VOTES CAST 


Failure of “Silk Stockings” to Venture 
Out In Storm Causeés Falling Off In 
Strength Expected For Merriam— 


Previous Experience In Mayor's 
Chair and Promise of Seventy-Cent 
Gas Factors In Harrison’s Favor 


Chicago, April 5.—Carter H. Har- 
rison, who has previously served cight 
years as mayor of Chicago, was 
elected mayor on the Democratic 
ticket yesterday by a plurality of 17,- 
O82. 

A final count of the votes in the 


1824 precincts gives Harrison 177,358, | 


and Charles E. Merriam, his Repub- 
lican opponent, 160,276. Rodriguez, 
the Socialist candidate, received 22,- 
294 votes. 

Scrutiny of the returns by wards 
and precincts shows that Merriam got 
nearly 7 percent fewer votes than Fred 


| Busse (Republican) got four years 


ago, whereas Harrison ran over 17 
percent ahead of the figures attained 
by E. F. Dunne (Democrat) at that 


‘time. The vote reached above 340- 


000, which is approximately 25,000 
more than the record at the last pre- 
vious mayoralty contest. 

Despite this, both sides agree that

Shortly before the buffalo disappear- | 
;ed from the western plains I joined 
/a hunting party to get a last crack at 
this noble game. We took the old 
| freighting road from St. Joseph, Mo., 
to Denver, on which many a wagon 
train had passed before the comple- 
tion of the Union Pacific road as far 
,as Laramie enabled merchants to 
transport their goods by a much more 
advantageous route. We had been out 
| but a few days when an old plainsman 
wandered into our camp. He was the | 
ghostliest chap I ever saw., He looked 
to be very old—how old we could not 
tell—and yet he didn’t seem to have 
any home. So far as we could judge, 
he was an inhabitant of the plains, | 
‘sometimes living with white men, 
sometimes with Indians. | 

One night after the others had turn- | 
ed in I was before my tent sitting 
with the old plainsman smoking when 
I heard the creaking of a wagon. It 
/was bright moonlight, and I saw to- 
ward the east what appeared to be an 
old fashioned plains schooner—a wuag- 
on drawn by four’ horses—coming 
toward us. We were a quarter of a 
mile from the road on which it was 
moving—the old St. Joseph and Den- 
ver freighting road—so that we got 
only a distant view of the team. | 

“I didn't know,” I said to the plains- 
man, “that wagons pass over this road 
since the raflroad has been finished.” 

“They don't; that’s the phantom 
team.” 

I laughed incredulously. 

“Ef you'd like to hear the story,” he 
replied, “I’ll tell you. But you won't 
believe it nohow.” 

The wagon lumbered along west- 
ward and disappeared. The old plains- 
man told me the yarn. | 

“One mornin’ about twenty years ago 
a spick and span wagon with a new , 
canvas cover drawn by four shiny 
horses was ferried across the Missouri 
river from St. Joe and struck out for | 
Denver. Inside was a family of cmi- 
grants.

four children were inside. They were 

goin’ out to make a home in some of | 
the new territories into which the 

western world was divided.

The responsibility of justifying the 
action of this government chiefly fell 
to the secretary of the navy, but Sec- 
retary Knox in his answer said that 
the action of administration officials 
was in accord with the policy of the 
act of 1909, under which the depart- 
ment of state was reorganized and the | 
purpose of which was the extension of | 
American trade relations.

property of the United States 
he declared that this 
benefit greatly by 
naval construction 
other countries.

Although it has been expected that 
the opponents of Lorimer would take 
action to reopen the investigation of 
the legality of Lorimer’s seat during 
the present session of congress, the 
eee action of La Follette caused a 
sensation in the senate. 

Mr. La Follette preceded the resolu- 
tion with a long statement reciting the 
previous action of the senate in the 
other Lorimer investigation, and in 
this the committee on privileges and 
elections was criticized for its failure 
to summon certain witnesses and ob- 
tain testimony which had a bearing on 
the case. It then recited that the 
Illinois legislature appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate Hke charges 
against Lorimer and refers to the tes- 
timony recently given before that body 
in which it was alleged that $100,000 
had been expended to obtain the elec- 
tion of Lorimer 

The resolution then nominated five 


' new senators to conduct an investiga- 


tion, the expenses to be paid out of 
the contingent fund of the senate. 

The resolution names Senators 
Works of California, Townsend of 
Michigan, McLean of Connecticut, all 
Republicans, and Kern of Indiana and 
Pomerene of Ohio, Democrats, as the 
committee. 

Senator La Follette refused to allow 
the resolution to go to a committee, 
and it was laid on the table, where 
he will call it up at a later date.

to market is such an important factor 
in the spring railroad traffic that what 
is known as an “onion special” is run 
daily to St. Louis. This “onion spe- 
cial” is made up exclusively of freight 
ears loaded with Bermuda onions and 
it is operated on passenger schedule. 

Asherton is the greatest Bermuda 
onion shipping point for its size in the 
United States. Where there was noth- 
ing but a wilderness of chaparral three 
years ago there are today broad 
Stretches of irrigated farms upon 
which onions and other products are 
grown. 

Several hundred thousand acres of 
ranch land in this region have been 
converted into farms, two railroads 
have been constructed through the 
former. remote territory and many new 
towns laid out during the last three 
years. 


NEW EXPLOSIVE SHELL 


Can Be Depended Upon to Destroy 
Airships In Time of War 

Washington, April 7.—Military ex- 
perts in armaments and explosives be- 
lieve that the great danger from aero- 
planes and balloons in war has been 
set at naught by the invention of a 
new explosive shell by the Krupps in 
Germany.

Washington, April 8.—A caucus of

Chairman Under- 
wood is going to put the entire propo- 
sition up to the caucus, bind the mem-

This is the decision reached by the 
majority members of the ways and 
means committee A week ago it 
seemed to be settled that the woolen 
and cotton schedules would be con- 
sidered before the house was given 
an opportunity to vote on Canadian 
reciprocity. 

At that time the Democrats were 
fearful] that if they passed the reci: 
procity agreement first the president 
might take advantage of his preroga- 
tive and prorogue congress as soon as 
the two houses disagreed as to the 
date of adjournment. With such a 
contingency confronting them the 
Democrats felt justified in jockeying 
for position and they were not willing 
to surrender the whip hand to the 
president. 

Now that President Taft has writ- 
ten a letter to Representative McCall 
of Massachusetts, the putative author 
of the reciprocity agreement, giving 
assurances that he would not prorogue 
congress, there is a disposition among 
several of the Democratic leaders to 
take up the reciprocity first and fol- 
low it with the tariff bills. The mem- 
bers of the ways and means commit- 
tee have decided to submit the entire 
proposition to the caucus, a call for 
Which will be issued in a day or two. 

The woolen schedule is probably 
ready for consideration by the house 


; and it can be predicted that when it 


becomes public it will give a severe 
shock to the woolen manufacturers. 
While no member of the ways and 
means committee is willing to dis- 
cuss the nature of the changes made 
in the woolen schedule, it is known 
that the sub-committee in charge of 
the schedule have been working with 
a view to reducing the average duties 
in the schedule considerably below 40 


percent.

MARTIN MINORITY LEADER 


Bryan Men Defeated In Caucus of 
Democratic Senators 

Washington, April $.—Senator 
Thomas S. Martin of Virginia was se- 
lected at the senate Democratic cau- 
cus aS permanent caucus chairman and 
minority leader during the present 
congress. He received 21 out of the 
37 votes cast, 16 going to Senator 
Shiveley of Indiana, who was then 
elected vice chairman. Senator Chil- 
ton of West Virginia was elected sec- 
retary of the caucus, the last two 
named places having been filled by ac- 
clamation.

{RAILROADS WIN 
RATE APPEAL 


Order of Minnesota Commission 
Gvarruled by the Court 


‘CHARGES HAD BEEN REDUCED 


| dudge Sanborn Hands Down Decree In 


Accordance With Recommendations 
of Svnecial Master Who Ascertained 
Facts In the Case After Fair Trial 
of Reductions—State Expected to 
File Notice of Appeal at Once 


St. Paul, April 10.—Judge Sanborn, 


‘senior United States circuit judge, 
} Eighth judicial circuit, in an exhaust- 
jive opinion, decided the Minnesota 


rate cases against the members of the 
Minnesota state railway commission 
on the grounds that the necessary ef- 
fect of the reduction ordered was sub- 
stantially to regulate interstate com- 
merce, to create unjust discrimination 
between localities in Minnesota and 
those in adjoining states in violation 
of the commercidl clause of the con- 
stitution, and to take the properties 
of the railroad companies without just 
compensation {n violation of the four- 
teenth amendment to the constitution. 

The suits were brought by stock- 
holders of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
Way company, the Great Northern 
Railway company and the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis Ratlroad company 
against those companies, the attorney 
general and the members of the rail- 
way and warehouse commission of 
Minnesota to enjoin the reduction of 
the passenger rates in Minnesota from 
3 cents to 2 cents a mile, the mer- 
chandise rates 20 percent to 25 per- 


| cent, and the commodity rates 7.37

The railroad companies had put all 
these reductions, except that on com- 
modity rates, into effect, and the 
cases were begun and tried after the 
effect of these reductions had become 
provable. Evidence in the case was 
given before Charles F. Otis, special 
master, who reported the facts and 
recommended decrees in favor of the 
stockholders. 

Judge Sanborn entered decrees 
which affirm the report of the master 
and enjoin the enforcement of the re- 
ductions after June 1, 1911. 

Former Attorney General of Min- 
nesota E. T. Young, who started the 
rate suits against the railroads on be- 
half of the state, says the decision 
leaves the rate making power entirely 
in the hands of the railroads, and af- 
fects the state railway and warehouse 
commission so that it cannot move 
without consulting the federal courts. 
He says the state will file a notice of 
an appeal at once. 


Won't Discuss the Decision 

Washington, April 1).—Particular 
interest was manifested b’ members of 
the interstate commerce ccmmission in 
the decision handed down by Judge 
Sanborn, but no comment upon it was 
made for publication. 

The relative jurisdiction of the in- 
terstate commerce commission and the 
various state railroad commissions al- 
ways has been a matter of concern, 
because at any time the national and 
state bodies were likely to come into 
conflict. 


DEFENDS SWEAR WORDS 


Amherst Professor Declares That 

They Are Sometimes Necessary 

Amherst, Mass., April 10.— 
“Swearing 1s as necessary as any oth- 
er form of language,” said Professor 
Andrews to an English class at Am- 
herst co.lege. 

“When you burn your finger,” he 
added, “you do not stop to consider 
what you are going to say. It is 
natural to break out with some swear 
word, some oath which has served 
mankind for many ages. 

“Swearing is and always will be the 
universal language of man. Even 
though the exact meaning of a phrase 
be not known to a foreigner, still he 
can comprehend the nature of an ex- 
pletive through its force, appropriate- 
ness and innate expressiveness.”

“The president authorizes me,” said 
Burton, “to deny in most emphatic 
terms the story from Mexico City 


| about a secret treaty between Mexico 


and Japan. There is not one word of 
truth in it.” 

Senator Bacon of Georgia, ranking 
minority member of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, after a talk with the 
president declared that Taft was sur- 
prised and indignant at the reports 
implicating Japan and Mexico. 

“You can put the whole story down 
as absurd,” said Bacon. “The presi- 
dent has talked to me and to other 
members of the committee and ex- 
plained the reasons for sending the 
troops south. There was danger of 


widespread revolution and perhaps 
anarchy in Mexico. The president 
acted quickly and decisively. He be- 


lieved that the army should be on the 
border ready for any emergency when 
congress met.” 

Senators and representatives, mem- 
bers of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations and of the house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs are unani- 


| mous in their condemnation of the 
| story. 


“I can say emphatically and without 
that the

“President Taft showed me the en- 
tire correspondence between himself 
and Ambassador Wilson and I give 


my word of honor that the name of! 


Japan did not once appear in that cor- 
respondence. 

“I am absolutely convinced that 
there ig a criminal conspiracy on foot 
for the purpose of bringing on a war 
footing between the United States and 
Japan. Thousands upon thousands of 
dollars are being spent to carry on this 
propaganda and I am confident that 
the plans of these conspirators will 


| unfold themselves before very long. 


“I am convinced that this constant 
agitation for a war between the two 
nations ig nothing but a subterfuge 
employed by those people who are de- 
termined that this government shall 
build not less than two battleships 
each year. To endanger the friendly 
relations of two great nations in or- 
der that certain selfish interests may 
be gratified is nothing short of crimi- 
nal.” 

Mr. Foster's sentiments are echoed 
in part by senators to whom Presi- 
dent Taft showed the correspondence 
between himself and Ambassador Wil- 
s0n.

Confederacy on April 9, 1865, and the triumph of the Union forces. Yester- 


day we told of the Quincy fatalities in the Civil War of 1861-65. Before re- 
| viewing Quincy’s part in that great conflict day by day there is one more | 
een re that should not be overlooked, the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln on April 14, 1865. 


The President died the next day. The funeral at Washington was on 


April 19, and on May 4, 1865, the interment took place at Springfield, III. 


The Quincy Patriot of April 22, 1865, was in mourning: for Lincoln, and | 


reported the assassination as follows:

On Friday evening, April 14, 1865, President Lincoln and wife visited | 
Ford’s theatre, Washington, for the purpose of witnessing the performance of 
the “American Cousin.”

Now, Mr. Editor, I wish to regis-| 
‘ter my emphatic protest against this} 
contract being awarded to him, on 
account of the poor work he has fur- 
nished the city in the buildings he 
has built. Let us consider them brif- 
ly and take them in rotation. | 

The Coddington is the best of the; 
ithree, yet it was so unsatisfactory 
‘that the Commissioner held up pay- 
ment of approximately $6,000 for 
some six months in order to com-| 
| pel said builder to remedy the de- 
fects but the building had been used 
in the meantime, and Mr. Contractor 
contended that was acceptance (and 
I think justly), but that did not fix 
| the defects, so the city got stung. 
Next was the addition to the Lin-! 


coln school, where it was a con- 
|stant turmoli between the architect, 
jinspector of buildings and contrac- 


|tor, to get him to live up to the 
! specifications, which he deliberately 
‘violated in many ways. One instance, 
|the window spaces between the old 
|building and the new were to. be 
‘be bricked up to prevent the spread 
‘of fire, but they never were. Again 
/his contract called for completion in 
June, but he did not get it done un- 
til September, one day before school. 
|opened, and then only by the abso- 
' lute demand of the Mayor, and work- 
ing al! day Sunday and compelling 
the janitor to work night and day to 
' get it even passable for school to 
open. Then within two months 
,there were large cracks in the brick 
| work caused by poor foundation, and 
when these were being used as an 
election issue some one rushed up 
and filled them with red cement. 

Third we come to the Atherton 
Hough school at Houghs Neck. First, 
the specifications called for con- 
crete made one part Portland ce- 
ment, three parts good sharp sand, 
and five parts good clean stone. The 
other contractors figured on using 
crushed stone from the Tide Water 
Crushed Stone Co., but this contrac- 
tor used the muddy gravel out of the 
cellar,and so the architect stated be- 
fore three witnesses that it was 
mixed one part cement, five parts 
muddy sand and seven parts poor 
shale gravel which made such a poor 
mixture that it would not harden 
so the Mayor held him up some ten 
. days, then let him proceed where he 
should have been compelled to take 
it out, and live up to the specifica- 
tions. 

The brick work is done in the poor- 
est manner that it is possible to im- 
agine, in my opinion. Any boy that 


had two months’ experience could lay! 


brick better. The granite used in the 
building is a disgrace to the whole 
granite industry, dark, light, yellow 
and green all in one course. The 
specifications implied new material 
to be used in this building, while the 
contractor used old second hand black 
boards in the upstairs rooms. Now, 
any one knows that second hand mat- 
erial can be bought for one-half what 
new material would cost, so why 
| Should he be allowed to substitute. 
; Then again, the steps at the front 
| entrance are set in an unworkman- 
like manner, the joints being support- 
'ed only by loose stone chips without 
'cement. They looked so bad that the 
| Mayor told me he would have them re- 
| set in the spring and would keep $50. 
| back from the contract to pay for that 
yet, Mr. Editor, I have no hesitancy in 
| saying it will take $100.. If I were 
| building such a building, and could 
| violate my specifications to such an 
| extent, I would make fully one thous- 


}and dollars out of that little building,’

Then why is this thus? No business 
man would allow such substitution, 
slighting, and absolute ignorance of 
] specifications. 

The School Committee spends much 
time and thought on the plans and

'and why is it so hard to get value for 
city’s money. I had hoped this man 
would retire from bidding on more 
‘ buildings, but as the advertisement

Inspector Lynch of the Boston police 
headquarters cabled Chief Watts yes- 
verday afternoon that he had located 
the two brothers in an Austrian jail 
and was preparing papers for their 
return to this country. 

The Goldbergs were arrested for the 


,crime last April in New York, but 


while out on bail awaiaing extradition 
proceedings decamped to Canada. The 
long search then began. It led from 
Canada to England and thence, after 
many false clues, to Kalonea, in the 
Austrian pr®vince of Galicia. 

They were located after much de- 
tective work by officers of the Scotland 
Yard, London, through admissions by 
their “pals.”” They had been in Aus- 
tria, their native country, 
a month before’ they — purchased 
burglar’s tools. A charge of breaking 
and entering was laid against them 
and not proved, but they went to jail 
for having the tools in their posses- 
sion. 

After leaving America the Gold- 
bergs were traced to the Whitechapel 
district of London. They joined Har- 
ris “Rothstein, alias “Kovac the 
Smith,” in the so-called “toughest” 
in his anarchistic 
den. 

They fought the police in the riots 
between the police and anarchists last 
fall and for some time it was believed 
they were killed in the melee. Roth- 
stein is still believed to be dead. In 
London they were known as members 
an opening” gang. 

It was with a tool for burglary 
somewhat resembling a .can opener 
and not famillar to the Boston police 
that Ullian’s safe was broken open 
and the jewelry taken.

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| NATURAL ICE HEALTHY. 


| The first warm days of spring al- 
{Ways bring hurried demands from 
householders for that great necessity 
of town and city life, ice. The local 
ice men are prepared to supply all or- 
ders. As to the quality, as that is 
particularly interesting to the heads 
of households where ice is used free- 
jly in drinking water, it is a satis- 
faction to the dealers in natural ice 
to be able to assure the public on 
the very highest authorities in pub- 
lic health and scientific circles in 
‘this country, that there is no danger 
possible from the use of their ice for 
all domestic purposes. 

For instance, in a recent address, 
Dr. H. W. Hill of the Minnesota State 
Board of Health, said that, after in- 
vestigating thousands of epidemics 
of typhoid fever and dysentery, he 
had entirely eliminated natural ice 
as a source of disease, for he had 
never found a single case traceable 
to the use of natural ice. He now de- 
‘clines to consider ice as a factor in 
causing disease and devotes his time 
to other possible causes. 

And Dr. William T. Sedgwick of 
'the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, at Boston, America’s leading 
sanitarian, in a lecture last fall de- 
clared he had long used natural ice 
in drinking water for his own family, 
being convinced it could not cause 
any disease, but that on the contrary 
iced water as a drink in his opinion 
is a gentle and effective stimulant 
of high value in combating the physi- 
cal exhaustion occasioned by torrid 
weather. He also said of natural ice 
that “taken by and large it is one of 
the purest food materials of our 
{time!”’ 

Thse opinions are backed by the re- 
sults of recent investigations of the 
effect of freezing on bacteria which 
may be present in water. Dr. E. O 
Jordan, professor of bacteriology in 
Chicago University, in summing up 
the question says: “The great ma- 
jority of typhoid bacilli perish with- 
in a short time. All investigators 
are now agreed that three weeks af- 
ter freezing less than one per cent 
and probably less than one-half of 
one per cent remain alive.” None of 
the natural ice offered the public now 
has been stored for less than four 
and most of it has been stored for six 
to eight when, according to 
Dr. Eugene H. Porter, health com- 
missioner of New York state, the last 
bacteria is dead and the ice practi- 
cally sterile. 

The conclusions of these eminent 
‘men that natural ice is not a possible 
source of danger to public health is 
of vital interest to the people in this 
community, where, owing-to our long 
warm summers, With many intensely 
hot spells, the fear of using natural 
ice freely in water, tea and other iced 
drinks, would cause needless discom- 
fort, if not actual suffering, to thou- 
sands of people.

Editors of Daily Ledger: 

| An important matter, and one which 
oneee the future welfare of our 
city, requires the quick and strenu- 
{ous action of all public spirited citi- 
zens, namely the proposed location 
of the trolley express depot of the 
Old Colony Street Railway Co., on 
Washington street, Quincy, within 
(our “Civic Centre.” | 

To locate there would be a serious 
mistake and would prove most disas- | 
trous to the natural and favorable de-| 
velopment of this section of our city. | 

Washington street is the principal 
thoroughfare for automobile service 
to the South Shore and it should not 
be made a possible death trap neither 
should it be made dangerous for our 
school children and others.

DRIFT OF OPINION, 


Assurances recently given that wom- 
en might wear egret plumes with good 
conscience because the plumes are 
now gathered in the moulting season 
and without the sacrifice of the 
birds, are enegetically disputed by E. 
H. Forbush, the New England agent 
of the National Association of Audu- 
bon Societies. Mr. Forbush insists 
that the birds are destroyed for their 
plumage in the breeding season, the’ 
only time when the aigrettes are de- 
veloped to the condition of beauty de- 
manded by the milinery trade. The 
egret is nearly extinct in this country 
because of its ruthless slaughter for

usually a difficult matter to arouse the 
interest of boys in study or work that 
takes them into the country and into 
the woods, and assures them a fair 
share of amusement. Surplus energy 
of boyhood could hardly be put to a 
better use than that proposed here. 
Under tactful management many thou- 
interested in 
tree planting, and the result of a few 
years of labor, which they would call 
sport, would make a vast difference in 
the prospeetive timber supply. East 
and West, North and South, there are 
almost innumerable bare and ap- 
parently barren places that call for 
just such an undertaking as that which 
the National Business League has in 
view.—Christian Science Monitor.

FAULT WITH IT 


Canadian Pati Was Suddenly 
Sprung on an Congress 


SE oe Oe BEING RUSHED THROUGH. 


Agreement Perfected Before Any Con- 
gressman Ever Heard of It—Does 


Not Meet Approval of Former 


Speaker and He Gives Reasons—' 


Democrats Favorably Report Free 
List Bill Framed For Farmers 


Washington, April 20.—Ex-Speaker 
Cannon attacked the Canadian reci- 
procity agreement in the house yes- 
jterday afternoon. He characterized 
the legislation as the most important 
to come before congress since the act 
that authorized the war with Spain. 
“And yet,” he said, “this legislation 
is being hurried through without op- 
portunity to carefully consider it. 

“I ask if there is any man within 
‘the sound of my voice on either side 
of the chamber who ever heard of the 
| Canadian reciprocity agreement until 
it was sent here in a special message 
following negotiations between this 
country and Canada. The bill is 
identical with the agreement presented 
by Mr. McCall, and yet I want to in- 
quire if there is any member of this 
house who was ever consulted before 
this agreement was reported between 
the two nations. I shall pause a mo- 
ment for reply.” 

Representative Cannon stopped 
abruptly in the midst of his speech and 
looked around the chamber. 

“I note,” he said after a moment, 
“that there is no man here who rises 
in his place to say that he ever heard 
of this agreement until it was already 
perfected.” 

Mr. Cannon declared that he not 
only spoke in behalf of his own dis- 
trict, but of the entire 92,000,000 peo- 
ple in the United States. 

“It would not meet my own ap- 
proval,” he said, “and I could not 
maintain my own self-respect if I at- 
! tempted to array section against sec- 
‘tion, industry angainst industry and 
farmer against factory men and rail- 
road men, so I will vote against this 
bill from the broad standpoint that it 
{s opposed to the best interests of 
them all. It is proposed here today 
to put into law, with but slight con- 
sideration, an act that will throw into 
the United States—a market for the 
agricultural products of 92,000,000 
| people—the products of a nation hav- 
ing but S,000,000 people.” 

The farmers’ free list bill was fa- 
vorably reported by a strict party vote 
without amendment. The report 
charges the Republean party with 
having failed to keep its tariff pledges, 
and in support of the free list bill, in 


addition to Canadian reciprocity, 
Says: 
“While the Canadian reciprocity 


agreement is a desirable beginning of 
the greatly needed work of revising 
injurious tariff provisions, it cannot 
be expected unaided to afford more 
that a fragmentary and partial relief to 
to the people.” 

The report proceeds to show that 
the free list bill is in the interests of 
; farmers and will recompense them 
for any inequalities that may exist in 
the Canadian reciprocity.

CAPE COD IS SWEPT

Full Extent of Damage Wrought

Provincetown, Mass., April 21.—A 
fifty-mile gale, heavy with sleet, snow 
and rain, swept Cape Cod all day. 
Telegraph and telephone wires fell 
before it. Throughout the cape trees 
blown down, chimneys toppled 
over, and shipping paralyzed.

| Devera, accused of being the head of | 
ithe Camorra in Porto Capuana, a dis- | 


trict of Naples, contributed to the en- 


court of the assizes with a humorous 
touch that came as a relief after the 


strenuous exhibitions of those who had | 


preceded him on the stand. 
The prisoner admitted that he was 
‘flattered that the august court, the 


learned prosecutor and the honorable | 


carabineers imagined him to be a per- 
'sonage of such distinction. The truth, 
however, compelled him 
that he was the most ordinary sort of 
a creature. He spoke in mock grav- 
ity, winding up his speech thus: 

“I deny every allegation 
Pee dinat me. 
murder of Gennaro Cuoccolo and the 
beautiful Sorentina. It is said that I 
| was the head of the Camorra of Porto 
Capuana. Alas, no. I wish 
had been, but honestly, I never 
the head of anything.” 

The state says Devera was one of 
those who met at the Aida tavern in 
Lagnola five years ago and condemned 
their asociate, Cuoccolo, to death. 

De Lucia, another of those said to 
have sat in judgment on the treachery 
ot Cuoccolo, was interrogated yester- 
day. The prisoner made a general de- 
nial of the charges. 

Gennaro Valearcel was next ques- 
tioned. While denying the present 
he freely admitted that he was 
a criminal and had fallen into the 
clutches of the law no fewer than 
fourteen times.

TRUCE FINALLY 
~—NOREED UPON 


War Operations in Mex'co Are 
Stayed by Armistice 


PLANS ARRANGED BY GOMEZ 


Peace Negotiations Between Madero 
and Mexican Federal Government 
to Be Begun at Once—United States 
Relieved From Taking Action In Re- 
sponse to Protests From American 
Citizens on the Border 


Washington, April 24.—A long step 
| toward restoring tranquility in Mex- 
jlco has been taken. After a lengthy 
{series of unofficial conferences, in- 
| cluding the overtures of many go-be- 
| tweens, General Madero, leader of the 
|insurrecto army, formally authorized 
| Vasquez Gomez, his diplomatic rep- 
resentative in the United States, to 
arrange the armistice with the federal 
‘government which had been urged by 
mutual friends. The armistice idea 
has met with the approval of the 
Mexican government and is a prelim- 
inary to peace negotiations to be be- 
gun at once, designed to adjust vari- 
ous differences out of which the revo- 
Inution grew. 

The conditions of the armistice in- 
clude chiefly the immediate suspension 
of hostilities, as well as the discon- 
tinuance of troop movements, the es- 
| tablishment of a definite period dur- 
ing which the truce is to be effective, 
| the zone to be comprehended by it and 
the permission for both sides to secure 
food supplies and free telegraphic 
communication. 
| While the policy of the United 
| States toward events on the border has 
not as yet been clearly defined, the 
general opinion in official circles is 
that the amicable settlement of the 
Mexican revolution will, in a great 
|measure, relieve the United States 
from the necessity of taking any action 
in response to protests by American 
citizens as to the danger of border 
warfare. 

President Taft and members of his 
cabinet are plainly pleased to learn 
that peace in Mexico is in prospect, 
and the hope is general that the 
economic development of Mexico will 
resume its normal state. 

The sudden change in the attitude 
of Madero, who was reported as 
obdurate against both armistice and 
peace proposals, wes explained here 
by the fact that Gomez in his numer- 
ous messages pointed out the com- 
plication that had arisen between the 
United States and Mexico over inci- 
dents on the border. 

Gomez believed American inter- 
vention was not on impossibility and 
hastened to remonstrate with the rebe! 
leaders against any repetition along 
| the American border of such incidents 
as occurred at Douglas. 

It is believed here that while the 
armistice is to include only a smal! 
| part of Mexico, the zone between 
! 


| Juarez and the city of Chihuahua, it 
' will have the moral effect of produc- 
jing at least temporary inactivity on 
| the part of the insurgents in other 
| parts of the republic. 


| FOR COMMISSION RULE 


| Bill Passed by New Jersey Legislature 
In Closing Hours 
| Trenton, April 24.—The feature of 
| the closing hours of the New Jersey 
| legislature was the passage of the bill 
| providing for a commission form of 
government if municipalities vote for 
it. The bill provides that the affirm- 
| ative vote in any municipality on the 
| question of the adoption of the com- 
mission form of government shall be 
at least 30 percent of the total vote 
cast at tha preceding general election. 
The final adjournment was con- 
spicuously free of disorder such as 
that which prevailed on the last night 
of the preceding legislature.

In the downtown section of a city 
the theater audiences come and go 
through two avenues leading to car 
lines.

THE DYNAMITE ARRESTS. 


The arrest of three men for al- 
leged complicity in the Los Angeles 
Times dynamiting job, with a report- 
ed confession by one of them, may 
lead to a show down in the long game 
of death by which over 100 bridges 
and other structures have been 
wrecked by unknown miscreants. 

The fact that the leading defendant, 
J. J. McNamara, {s secretary-treas- 
urer of the International Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, places on 
organized labor the necessity for 
clearing its skirts from these fearful 
tragedies. 

The country should not assume 
these defendants to be guilty without 
hearing the evidence. The facts es- 
tablished in the formal conflict be- 
fore the judge and jury often look 
very different from the frame-ups of 
the police, whose views are some- 
times colored by their natural desire 
to maintain a professional reputation. 

At the same time, when a detective 
of the standing of William J. Burns 
begins to talk, the public is not in- 
clined to think thi$ is a merely Sher- 
lock Holmes story, got up {to sell to 
the newspapers at space rates. 

As a whole, the labor situation has 
quieted down during the past 10 
years. As the labor unions have 
grown used to the exercise of power, 
they have accepted more of its re- 
eponsibilities. Back at about 1902, 
the news of strikes made the daily pa- 
per look like special war extra. Now 
the majority of labor men have a 
growing disinclination to strikes. 

There is however, a small but ter- 
Tibly desperate minority, that have 
followed the anarchists of Russia 
rather than the counsels of law abid- 
ithg American neighbors. 

The labor leaders have a serious 
problem on hand to subdue these 
more lawless hearts. The unions 
can not be blamed for attracting 
down trodden men who are seeking 


to better their condition. But some |

flaunting swagger of wealth, nour-! 
ish arson and murder under an ex-| 


terior of silent melancholy. 


The very existence of a union is 
dependent on its success in restrain- | 


ing these men, and in surrendering 
them to public justice, where rea- 
sonable suspicion of crime exists. 
One such man is a greater enemy of 
organized labor than a thousand 
“scabs.”

Hon. Sylvia Brett, daughter of Lord 
and Lady Esher, and Charles Vyner 
| Brooke, the son and heir of Rajab 
Charles Brooke. 


James Brooke was an Englishman | 
who went to Borneo in the first quar- | 


ter of the last century. He was struck 
by the beauty of the islands in the 
Indian archipelago, and the ferocity 
| and savage customs of the natives ap- 


| pealed to bis English fighting blood. | 


| On his return to England he spoke so 
| eloquently of tbe jands he bad visited 
and the sights he bad seen that the 
| Baroness Burcett-Coutts financed an 
| expedition for him. 

He titted out the yacht Royalist and 
set sail for Borneo, arriving there to 
find that the sultan of Borneo was 
struggling to quell a rebellion among 
the savage tribes of Sarawak, one of 
his provinces. Brooke offered to aid 
the sultan, and his campaign against 
the rebels was successful. The grate- 
ful sultan then offered the territory of 
| Sarawak to Brooke with the title of 

rajah. 


| 
| It may not have been entirely grati- | 


tude that suggested the offer, as it is 
possible that the sultan decided thet 


| the Englishman was a handy person 
| to bave around when trouble broke 


| out. Brooke accepted the offer and 
assumed the reigns of government over 
300 square miles of territory, with a 
population of a few thousands, most 
of them savage Dyaks. 

His territory was gradually Increas- 
ed until today the English rajah rules

Gradually Rajah Brooke turned chaos 
into order. He developed a wonderful 
tact for governing savages. He car- 


ried civilization into the jungles, stop- 


ped head hunting and put down pi- 
racy. The United States recognized 
his government, and England later fol- 
lowed suit. Indeed, the country is now 
a British protectorate. 

Breoke established his own mone- 
tary system, the coins having his 
name and his profile on one side. The 
coinage was based on the English sys- 
tem, the smallest coin, the one shown 
In the accompgnying picture, being a 


penny. Business flourished under 
Brooke's mild but firm control. 
Cloves, nutmegs, cinnamon, cocoa- 


nuts, rice and sago are the principal 


exports, though the country is rich in 
gold, antimony and nickel, and dia 


monds and other precious stones have 
been found. 

Rajah Brooke died in 1868, and his 
nephew, Charles Brooke, succeeded 
him as rajah, and Charlies Brooke's 
handsome profile supplanted his un- 
cle’s on the Surawak money. He is 
still the rajah, so that these two Eng- 
lishmen have controlled the destinies 
of Sarawak for nearly three-fourths of 
n century. The present rajah was 
knighted by Queen Victoria in 1888. 

Before succeeding his uncle the | 
present rajah, who was born in 1829, 
had+spent many years in Borneo and 
had taken an active part in enforcing 
‘aw and order. He bad previously 
been an officer in the British navy, re- 


signing his commission to take service | 


with his uncle. Though his official 
home is at Sarawak. formerly called 
Kuching, the capital of his country. be 
maintains establishments in London 
and near Genoa, Italy.

| Their Twirling Ability Is of More Value 


to the Team Than Their Stick Work. 
Hitting of Wagner, Cobb and Lajoie 
Make Them Heroes. 


Speaking of baseball heroes, it is gen- 


erally the pitcher who gathers in the 
largest number of laurels of any indi- 


vidual member of a team. He has 
more of an opportunity to distinguish 


himself individually than any other | 
member of the team and is censured | 
or praised in accordance with his | 
' work. His place on the team is ‘held 


only by his pitching ability; bis stick 
work is not considered if he is a great 


twirler. With other infield positions, 


however, it is slightly different. 
A pluyer must not only have the 


ability to cover his position well, but 


must have a batting eye as well. Both 


qualities come in for an equal share 


of consideration. For instance, Hans 
Wagner is a great shortstop. but a 


greater batter. It is phenomeual stick 
jwork that has made him a baseball | 
Idol. Larry Lajoie of the Cleveland 
team is another example. He has an 
enviable reputation as a secoud base- 
'man, but his work at the bat has 
overshadowed it. 


On the other hand, we find a man, like 


Hal Chuse of the Yankees, whose work | 
at the initial sack has been responsible 
for his success on the diamond. Chase 
‘is a fair hitter, but had it not been for 
his phenomenal work in the fleld he | 
would probably not be so famous. 


There are scores of such cases in the 


infield, where a man’s reputation as a 
ball player is based on either his field- 
ing or batting ability.

Attention of Milk Dealers is here- 
by called to an extract from Ordi- 

lance No. 21, Section 3:— 

“Every person who conveys milk in 
‘carriages or otherwise, for the ,mr- 
pose of selling the same in the city, 
shall annually, in the month of May 
be licensed by the inspector in accord- 
ance with the provisions and subject 
to the penalties of the Public Statutes, 
to sell milk within the limits of the 
city, and shall pay the inspector fifty 
cents to the use of the city. 

Every person who sells milk, or of- 
fers it for sale, in any store, booth, 
stand or market place in the city shall 
register in the books of the inspector 
and shall pay him fifty cents to the 
use of the city.”

(Quincy in the Civil War No. 14) |!

William H. H. Lapham and Morton 
Packard of Go. H, 4th Regt. M. V. M., 
wrote a joint letter.from fort Monroe 
on April 23, 1861, which is of interest 
today, as it was fifty years ago. It is 
given ip full: 


Editor Quincey Patriot: 

Our wishes are that the Quincy boys 
may hear from us, and know that we 
are well and enjoying every comfort 
which our situation admits. 

It seems as though we breathed the 
air of Heaven, The fruit trees are in 
full bloom, and the flowers look 
splendid. The Fort is a fine one; well 
armed and manned, and if the rebels 
wish to come, let them come and reap 
their reward—and it will be the re 
ward they deserve. 

The Fort is surrounded by a canal, 
and if it is attacked we will fill the 
ditch with the dead bodies of the as- 
sailants. Light your fires on that. 

Within the Fort there is something 
like forty live oak trees, which furn- 
ish, beneath their wide-spread 
branches, a» welcome shelter from the 
sun, There are over 200 guns set in 
shape, and they are mounting more 
as fast as they can.

In his “Glimpses of the Confederate 
Army” in the American Review of Re-| 
views Randolph H. McKim writes: 

“It seems to me as I look back that 
one of the things which stood out 
strongly in the Confederate army was| 
the independence and the initiative of | 
the individual soldier. It would have! 
been a better army in the field if it had | 
been welded together by a stricter dis- | 
cipline, but this defect was largely 
atoned for by the strong individuality 
of the units in the column. It was not 
easy to demoralize a body composed of 
men who thought and acted in a spirit 
of independence in battle. 

“As an illustration of the spirit of | 
the private soldier I recall an incident 
to this effect. Major General Gordon 
had organized a strong column to make 
n night attack on Grant’s lines at Pe- 
tersburg. When he was ready to move 
and the order to advance was given a 
Big Texan stepped out of the ranks 
and said: 

“ ‘General Gordon, this column can't 
move before 1 a.m. The men havea 
truce with the Yanks, and it ain't up 
till 1 o'clock.’ 

“The column did not move till that 
hour. The private in the ranks had 
taken command, and the major general 
recognized his authority.” 


PONGEES HARD 70 MATCH. 


Because Each Piece ie Made From | 
One Lot of Raw Silk. 

Pongee silk is the undyed silk of | 
silkworms fed on the leaves of scrub | 
oak chiefly, though otber trees are | 
used in some portions of the pongee | 
district. The silk is produced almost | 
exclusively in Shantung province and 
portions of north China immediately | 
adjacent. 

The real pongee cloth, made of this 
uncolored specially produced silk, 1s 
distinct from the pongees of com- 
merce made in all colors from other 
silk. Fach piece of cloth is made 
from a particular lot of silk, and 
therefore each piece varies from all 
other pieces in exact quality. weight 
and fineness and in a slight degree in 
color and other qualities. | 

There are certain general grades of 
cloth, certain varieties of wenve, cer- 
tain popular welghts. ete.. but women | 
shopping in Chinese pongees find it | 
very difficult to match pieces, and on 
the face of things it {fs practically {m- 
possible to furnish any great number | 
of pieces of a certain weight, grade 
and quality such as a modern clothing 
manufacturing establishment would 
require to standardize a certain line of | 
garments from that particular cloth.— 
New York Sun.

ASKS SHOE INQUIRY 


| Gardner Resents Charges That Boston 


Firm Has Monopoly 

Washington, April 28.—A _ sensa- 
tion was caused in the house when 
Representative Gardner of Massachu- 
setts introduced resolutions of inquiry 
In response to a charge by Repre- 
sentative Difenderfer of Pennsylvania, 
that money and influence were being 
used to give an eastern manufacturing 
foncern a monopoly in the contracts 
for shoes for the army and navy. 

Mr. Difenderfer said he could prove 
his assertion, and as a result Gard- 
ner called upon the secretary of war 
and secretary of the navy for all pos- 
sible information concerning the shoe 
contracts. 

“Is it not a fact,” asked Difender- 
fer, “that Hermann & Co. of Boston 
absolutely control, after freezing out 
every other competitor in the United 
States, the manufacture of shoe. for 
the army and navy of the Uzited

SERVES NOTICE OF ,ACTION 


| France Will Safeguard Sovereignty of 


Sultan of Morocco 

Paris, April 28.—France has noti- 
fied the signatories to the Algeciras 
conference agreement that prompt and 
energetic intervention in Morocco by 
France has beeome necessary to pro- 
tect foreigners at Fez, re-establish 
order throughout the country and safe- 
guard the sovereignty of the sultan. 

The action taken by France, how- 
ever necessary it may be, is likely to 
cause complications in Europe. The 
chaotic state of affairs in Morocco to- 
day must be laid at the door of Ger- | 
many, which in 1905 prevented France 
from pacifying the country, forcing 
upon the French government the fool- 
ish proposition of attempting reform 
by a diplomatic conference. 

During the past fortnight, when 
conditions have constantly been grow- 
ing worse, there has been a character- 
istically hostile note in the German | 
press With regard to French action on 
behalf of the Europeans at Fez.

Powders Are Dangerous 


Washington, April 28.—Headache 
powders are to be made the subjeet 
of special investigation by Dr. Wiley, 
chief of the bureau of chemistry. For | 
a long time he has been alarmed by } 
reports of deaths in different parts of 
the country caused by the use of head- 
ache powders, and a case which has 
just occurred in Washington has de- | 
termined him to begin a campaign of | 
elimination if not extermination.

It healed finally but recently broke 
out again. | 

Senator Frye attended the opening 
session of the Sixty-Second congress 
and escorted his new colleague, 
Charles F. Johnson, to the desk to be 
sworn in, but it was noticeable that 
he waited for the .senator-elect to 
reach his own desk before’ linking 
arms and that Johnson partly support- 
ed Frye. | 

It is stated, however, that Frye 
suffers from no organic ailment and 
that he is assured by his physiscian 
that if he would remain in bed a week 
and give his foot a rest, the wound 
So far the senator has 
refused to follow this advice.
